The intra- 
European frontiers are spongier, 
and the western shelf has—as 
everybody knows—become a do- 
main of conflict between two non- 
European powers, with Moscow 
pulling one way, Washington the 
other. America is on the Euro- 
pean continent for keeps. 

Third, the war ended more than 
three years ago, and there is still 
no real peace. This is certainly un- 
fortunate, but the student of his- 
tory should not despair. After 
World War I eight angry and tur- 
bulent years passed b fore “urope 
was able to sign a tolerable peace 
treaty, Locarno. A case might well 
be made that, three years after 
World War I, things were much 


worse than they are today, three 
years after World War II, even 
jthough today’s tensions and con- 
flicts go immeasurably deeper.

A dual career as professor of 
romance languages and head of 
the University of Alberta's COTC 
program is handled nicely by 
Lieut.Col. Dennis Healy, MBE 
The 37-year-old doctor of phi- 
losophy has a military standing 
backed up by a past which would 
compare favorably with any fic- 
titious, swashbuckling soldier-of- 
fortune. 

A veteran of the Second World 
War, Lieut.Col. Healy was re- 
cently appointed chief of the Unt- 
versity’s Officers’ Training Cerps. 

And this soldier and scholar has 
an unusual comprehension of 
“what's going on in the world.” 

Following his graduation from 
the University of Alberta arts 
faculty, in 1931, Healy went to 
England. 

He spent four years there, then 
returned to Alberta, only to leave 
ence again for Britain and the 
eontinent. This time he enrolled 


of letters. He studied there until 
1939 when war clouds loomed 
over the Rhine. 

Military duty beckoned swiftly. 
Enlisting in the RAF, Healy spent 


-nearly two years with that ser- 


vice, then joined the infantry in 
1941, 

He landed in Sicily and subse- 
quently in Italy on the heels of 


the initial landing troops. 
His speaking knowledge of 
French, Spanish and Italian 


was in constant use while with 
the British 8th Army. 

In 1944, while under General 
6ir Richard McCreery’s com- 
snand, the Canadian officer was 
sent behind the German lines 
ix the Commacchio area of 
Northern Italy to work with 
Italian partisans under Bulow, 

He spent three hazardous 
months with the group, sifting 
information and intelligence for 


sualts against enemy positions. 
His keeness and brilliant under- 
cover work during this period 
earned him the Member of the 
British Empire. 

Shortly afterward, he went on a 
four-month tour of duty in the 
Middle East and Palestine. 

At the war's end, and following 
his retirement with the rank of 
major in 1946, Healy returned to 
his former occupation; student. 
Enrolling once again at Paris 
university, he was awarded his 
Ph.D. a few months later, 

Today, he is responsible for 
training the 90-odd students in 
the campus COTC unit. 

Combining an academic profes- 
sion with a comparatively full 
military schedule would be a 
problem for an ordinary educator. 
But Lieut.-Col. Healy isn't ordin- 
ary, He's extra-ordinary.
